MEDICAL WORK: OF _ 
BRITISH ARMY ONE 
OF MARVELS OF WAR 


Dr. Malcolmson Gives Interesting 
Lecture to Reserve Militia on 
Military Sanitation 


There was a good attendance in the 
lecture theatre of the government ar- 
mory, Wednesday evening, when Dr. 
Geo, H. Malcolmson gaye the Reserve 
Militia battalion a very instructive ad- 
dress on ‘Mijitary sation,” and 
gave some striking comparisons, wit’ 
previous wars, which proved the ad 
vantages gained by strict observance 
of sanitary methods, instancing the 
fact that typhoid fever had been al- 
most unknown during the preparation 
of men for the war, as well as at the 
battlefront, The prevention of this 
and other diseases proved ‘that the 
medical department of the British 
army was better prepared for war 
than the army itself. The lecturer 
said this should make the people of 
this city and province insist on the 
government placing - on the gtatute 
books laws that will keep away from 
everyone the unseen foes of humanity, 
that lurk around ifn filth and dirt. The 
doctor also dwelt on the huge death 
rate among infants under one year, 
brought about through lack of knowl- 
edge and care of the parents. He sald 
if everyone coujd be made to realize 
the productive value of each adult, 
there would be no need for the govern- 
ment to seo that more attention was 
given to the bringing up of healthy 
children, and to the eradication of 
preventable diseases. The doctor 
caused much amusement by telling his 
audience that our government really 
looked more carefully after the 
healthfulness of the live stock than It 
did after the ever-incresaing mass of 
humanity that, given sanitary sur- 
rcundings, would do more to enrich 
the community than under the pres- 
ent careless system. The lecturer 
blamed the people. for not seeing that 
those they sent to legislate for them 
were imbued thoroughly with the re- 
sponsibility of thelr duty, which 
should place them above all selfish 
ambition and impe] them to seek for 
the greatest amount of good for the 
greatest number. The Reserve Mili- 
tia battalion drills at the government 
armory, 108th avenue, each Wednes- 
day evening at 8 o'clock, when men 
may be enrolled in the various com- 
panies or in the Ambulance Corps, 
which has sent many men to the 
front.

The delegation stated that the pro- 
posal was agreeable to them, and that 
they would sound the remainder of 
their members and find out how many 
stands would be required and how 
long they would be willing to take 
hem on contract. 

When the information was avail- 
able the committee said that a report 
would be submitted to council. 

One of the points made by the dele- 
mation was that they wanted a bhusi- 
ness centre where they could transact 
a wholesale as well as retail busi- 
ness. One of the speakers stated that 
carloads of yegetables were brought 
into the city. They could grow this 
stuff and supply, but they wanted a 
centre where, supposing a carload 
was required, {f one man could ‘not 
supply all the stuff, he could get hold 
of others, and they could make up the 
orders between them.

FOR BREACHES 
OF LIQUOR ACT 


Provincial Police in One Month 
Collect $7,481 In Successful 
Prosecutions 


LEEEEE EEE SESE EEE OG 


Prosecutions under the provincial 
police during the month of February 
netted $7,481, of which $5,082 was 
collected for infringements of the 
liquor act. There were 105 prose- 
cutions under the liquor act. 

Divided into divisons, the following 
figures show some of the activities of 
the provincial police during the 
month: 

In E division, the Peace River dis- 
trict, there were $1,150 collected in 
fines; of this, $1,115 was under the 
liquor act. There were 2? convic- 
tions under the summary act and 16 
were under the liquor act. There were 
three indictable offences. Escorts were 
supplied in the supreme court once and 
for justice of the peace courts three 
times, 

In the Red Deer division (B), there 
Was a total of $302 imposed in fines, 
and of this $160 was under the liquor 
act, There were 31 convictions un- 
Ger the summary act and seven under 
the liquor act. There were 43 indict- 
able offences, nine escorts for district 
and suprome courts and 48 before jus- 
tices of the peace. 

Calgary (2) divison collected fines 
to the extent of $1,792, of which 
$1,290 was under the liquor act. 
There were 16 indictable offences, 37 
summary convictions, 25 under the 
liquor act, 79 non-indictable offences, 


three escorts supplied to supreme 
or district courts, and 70 to J. P. 
courts, 

Lethbridge (D) division, showed 


that $1,220 had been collected in fines 
and of this $562 was under the liquor 
act.

RED CROSS ON

R. B, Bennett Makes Direct Ap- 
peal to Legislature—Follow 
Patriotic Fund Plan 


A direct appeal to the members of 
the legislature on behalf of the Red 
Cross was made Thursday afternoon, 
when the house assembled as the com- 
mittee on agriculture an hour before 
the resumption of business, to hear 
Rh. B, Bennett, provincial president, 
Miss Pinkham, Calgary, provincial 
secretary-treasurer, and Mrs. Waagen, 
Calgary, co-secretary and superinten- 
dent of supplies, The meeting Was ar- 
ranged by Premier Stewart in order 
to bring the legislators into immedl- 
ate touch with the Red Cross situation 
and, as he put it later,when thanking 
the deputation, with a view to having 
the province organized in behalf of 
this work, in the same way as it was 
organized for the Patriotic Fund. A 
meeting will be called later to make 
arrangements and to give the mém- 
bers an opportunity of hearing the 
testimony of those who have seen the 
Red Cross in operation overseas. 

In the absence of F. 8. Leffingwell, 
chairman of the committee, Martin 
Woolf presided, and calle@’ upon Mr. 
Eennett, who forcibly stated the claims 
of the organization,.and reminded his 
auditors that it was the only avenuc 
of effort and the only means of com- 
munication between the folks at 
home and the prisoners of war. Six 
hundred thousand parcels had boen 
sent from Canada last year for them, 
as a result of the individual efforts of 
the women of the Dominion. 

The appeal, said he, thig year was 
that Canada should raise $4,000,000 
for the Red Cross, and the portion of 
this allotted to Alberta was $250,000. 
It was to help raise this the legislators 
would be asked to assist in their sev- 
eral constituencies, and Mr. Bennett 
sald they could appeal to all classes of 
citizens to give, as the Red Cross had 
nothing to do with the combatant sol- 
diers. When a man became wounded 
or was taken prisoner, he then came 
| under its care, 

The Red Cross, declared Mr. Ben- 
nett, was all that was left in the pres- 
ent terrible war that spelled love and 
|/sympathy and brought to all a sense 
of humanity, and no work so com- 
mended itself to the judgment of man- 
kind, 

Miss Pinkham gave a record of 
what the Alberta branch of the Red 
Cross had done since the war began, 
and Mrs, Waagen convincingly and 
eloquently completed ‘the wonderful 
story of women’s effort by giving some 
amazing figures of the quantity of 
work that had been sent overseas, She 
told how one woman walked six miles 
when it was 20 below zero to the sew- 
ing circle, and how another had driv- 
en 16 miles in mid-winter weather, 
bringing her machine with her. Each 
one felt that if they stayed away 
there might not be supplies for those 
at the front. 

But probably her most touching 
story was that of the soldier who was 
seen when he came back with the Red 
Cross kit bag in his hand—a bag that 
is sent overseas with its message: “T'he 
people at Nome are thinking of me.” 
“T would defend it with my life,” said 
the soldier, when he was asked why 
he was carrying it, and he then told 
how the bag had really saved his life, 
When he got it with its inspiring 
message, he Jay badly wounded in 
hospital, not caring whether he lived 
or died. 

Premier Stewrat, in expressing the 
thanks of the members, sdid that their 
sisters, mothers and wives had been 
carrying on the work up to the pres- 
ent, no doubt with their assistanco. 
But now that they had been relieved 
of collecting for the Patriotic Fund, he 
thought the Red Cross should bave 
the advantage of their help and ex- 
perience. It was with that object, he 
would ask the chairman to call an- 
other meeting of the committee before 
the house rose for the session. 

George Hoadley, leader of the op- 
position, in seconding the motion, said 
that they had listened to instructive 
addresses that he hoped would be in- 
spiring to all. 

Mrs. Duncan Smith, who had as- 
sisted in arranging for the ineeting; 
Mrs. Buskle, Mrs. Davidson, Mrs. Fred 
Monteith, Mrs, J. D. Harrison and 
Miss Julia Ponton were also present. 


PHARMACISTS 
UNDER CONTROL 
_ OF UNIVERSITY 


Drug Stores Must be Under Dir- 
ect Supervision of Quali- 
fied Men 


The pharmacentical profession in 
Alberta is brought under the control 
of the University of Alberta—like the 
other professions—by the amending 
act approved by the private bills com- 
mittee of the legislature Thursday, 
Capt, Pingle, Redcliff, presiding. An- 
other provision is intended to prevent 
a medical practitioner opening a drug 
store and placing an unqualified man 
in charge. Then it is provided that no 
person shall open or carry on any 
branch, second or other shop or place 
of business for retalling, dispensing 
or compounding certain poisons, drugs 
ot medicines without complying with 
the requirements of the association 
and having the store under the im- 
mediate personal supervision of and 
bona-fide managed and conducted vy 
a pharmacentical chemist. 

A new class of employee is created 
as certified clerks “who shall have 
officiated not less than three years 1s 
apprentice” The act authorizes them 
to fill certain prescriptions under the 
Girection of the phamacist and sell 
certain poisons. But the responsi- 
bility for any mistake rests, as at pres- 
ent, upon the qualified druggist. 

Reciprocity 1s provided between 
registered licentiates in poarneey in 
the United Kingdom, the United States 
and other provinces in Canada, the 
university passing upon the qualifica- 
ticns of those desiring to start business 
ir, the province. 

The pnarmacentical association was 
represented by H. H. Gaetz, professor 
of pharmacy at the university, and 1D. 
W. MacDonald, registrar of the associ- 
ation

CITY BAKERS 
INDIGNANT AT 
SWAILE CLAIM 


Say That They Are Losing Money 
on the Present Bread 
Prices 


Edmonton bakers waxed highly in- 
cignant when discussing the situation 
respecting the sale of bread in the ciiy 
along with the special committee of 
the city council on Thursday morning. 
The committee was made up of Ald. 
Kinney, Ald, H. Milton Martin and 
Ald. Prevey, and the majority of the 
baking businesses in the city were 
represented, The object was to discuss 
the situation, as cited in the report 
furnished to the council by the medi- 
cal officer ahd Chief. Food inspector 
Swaile, in which it was alleged that 
the order of the food controller in 
regulating the size of the loaf to 20 


cunces (unwrapped) had increased the! 


margin of profit to the baker with loss 
to the consumer, 

The bakers stated, when before the 
ccmmittee, that the report did them a 
great injustive owing to its incomplete 
nature. On their side they contend 
that instead of gaining extra protit 
they have been losing by selling the 
£4-ounce loaf for 10 cents, ang that 
the food controller has been the cause 
of Edmonton bakers actually losing 
two to three thousand dollars between 
January 15th and March Ist, owing 
to the fact that he has kept the price 
down. Previously, due to the fact that 
they bought ahead, bread was cheap 
in the city, as they gave their cus- 
tomers the benefit of their buying. 
Then when it should have increased 
in price it was held by the action of 
the food controller. It was the larg- 
est businesses which had given the 
city the cheapest bread. 

Increase in Margin Admitted 

It was admitted that there was an

Better law enforcement and amend- 
ments to the act whereby it will be 


made possibile to convict a man who 
has liquor in hig possession, and power 
for the police to arrest without war- 
rant were the principal poiuts brought 
out by a delegation from the Alberta 
Social Service league that waited on 
Premier Stewart and members of the 
government Thursday morning. 
Premier Stewart spoke of some of 
the difficulties under which the gov- 
ernment had to work in dealing with 
matters of this kind, but said that it 
was the business of the government 
to see that the law was enforced and 
he meant to see that it was. He said 
that many complaints had been made 
to the government, and which had 
primarily been inspired by organiza- 
tions trying to bring into disrepute 
the new police force. In saying this 
he did not refer to the organization 
whose representatives were then be- 
fore him, but snid that they had been 


at considerable trouble to trace up 
complaints. The actuel work of en- 
forcing the Liquor Act had been turn- 
ed over to the commission, but the 
government was responsible for the 
enforcement of the laws, and means 
would be taken to see that they were 
enforced.

“Offices of the Edmonton Exhi- 
bition association are the clearing 
house of the live stock interests in the 
northern part of the province,” said 
W, J. Stark, manager of the Edmon- 
ton Exhibition association before the 
members of the Rotary club, Thurs- 
day noon.

The rural municipalities of Strath- 
cona, Spruce Grove, Sturgeon, Clover 
Bar and St. Albert are coming to the 
city of Edmonton and asking, if under 
the act to provide hospitals for the use 
of rural municipalities, some arranxe- 
ment cannot be made to provide this 
accommodation in the city, and

He asked, inquir- 
ing if there was anything that the 
city council could offer to assist tn 
the creation of the hospital. 

Various suggestions were discussed 
and the mayor suggested that prob-

trying to direct the live etock industry 
along the besc lines. He quoted Mr. 
Marshall further that the famous 
Kentucky blue grass grew better in 
Alberta than it did in its native state. 


Alberta Stock Increasing. 


For Alberta, while the amount of 
live stock was decreasing in every 
other part of the world, this province 
was increasing its quota and would 
eventually be in a osition to help 
supply the markets of the world when 
they would be in a very low condition 
after the war. 

He told of the splendid stand that 
had been taken by «.verta horses and 
cattle in open competition with all 
America in Chicago, and also told of 
the work of the exhibition association 
in helping to market Alberta wool. 
Last year they had served 165 farm- 
ers in this way and had returned to 
them $40,000 for their product, 


Visit To Peace River, 
Last year he had made a trip to 
the Peace River country to be in 
closer touch with the situation there, 


and so they would be in a position to 
|supply the requirements asi that im- 
| mense territory in an intélligent way. 
Their great idea was to held Edmon- 
ton as the central supply for that 
market. 

They had accomplished much by 
the attractive freight rates they had 
arranged for bulls coming into the 
spring sale. Bulls could be brought 
to the sale for $2 and it only cost $3 
to ship them out to any buyer in the 


province. This did much to facilitate 
the excnange of good bulls in the 
province, 


Mr, Stark told of the work that was 
being done by the association to in- 
terest and encourage the children of 
the province. He referred to the five 
sliver cups donated by J. A. McDougall 
that were competed for each year in 
the cooking classes by the children. 
He also referred to the calf-feeding 
classes and to the other special com- 
petitions for children, 


To Make Grounds More Attractive 

Mr. Stark made a special appeal 
that the exhibition grounds be made 
more attractive. The exhibition as- 
sociation had a roller coaster and was 
erecting an “Old Mill" and he thought 
that a zoological exhibit might well 
be started there. A few buffalo might 
be brought from Wainwright and 
different public spirited citizens would 
donat® some wild animals, It would 
eventually become a park similar to 
the Riverview in Toronto and the 
Bronx in New York, The increase to 
the street railway alone would be 
sufficient reason for such a step.

City Council Through the 
Utilities Committee 


The consultations between the utill- 
tiles committee and the street railway 
employees as to the conditions which 
should govern service in the depart- 
ment, were resumed on Thursday af- 
ternoon, 

Matters are now on rather a dif- 


ferent footing than previously, when 
the firat discussion took place, as the 
union men, who were accompanied by 
Secretary Farmilo, of the Trades and 
Labor council, are asking for a defi- 
nite agreement. . 

This means that they are now ask- 
ing for the reinstatement of the old 
Agreement between the council and 
the railwaymen's unlon, which existed 
before the strike. All tho old clauses 
are incorporated, with the exception of 
the wages scale, which would stand 
under the new schedule introduced af- 
ter the men had resumed work, 

As before there were employees pre- 
sent representing the non-union men, 
and gome of the discussion which took 
place was rather animated. 

However, no great progress was 
made with the negotiations, as the 
aldermen had to attend council meet- 
ing at 4 o'clock. 

One point agreed upon was that 
seniority in day runs should be given 
to six men who had worked through 
the strike, and after them, seniority 
should be given to the old employees. 
Also that promotions should be ac- 
cording to ability, as well as seniority.

One of the proposed amend- 
ments to the city charter author- 
izes the city council to hold a sale 
of land for arrears of taxes with- 
out advertising the land to be sold 
in detail. The council is empower- 
ed to prepare a list of the lands 
to be sold, and to fulfil the re- 
quirements by publishing only a 
notice as to where such list may 
be found. Objection has been tak- 
en:to this clause on behalf of the 
newspapers. Objection might also 


fairly be taken on behalf of the 
property-owners.. The person 
whose property is liable to sale for 
taxes may reasonably. contend 
that he is entitled to’ have: the 
benefit of as wide publicity as 
practicable being given to the in- 
tention to hold the sale. Whatever 
may be received for the property 
over and above the amount owing 
tothe city goes to the owner. 
While the city is not_under any 
obligations to try to get more out 
of the property than the arrears 
of taxes, in fairness to the owner 
he should be given a chance to get 
anything out of the wreck that 
van be got. The only way to give 
nim such chance is to advertise the 
property, and thereby create an 
nterest among investors in the 
oroposed sale. The expense of such 
idvertising can be—and is as a 
natter of fact—charged up 
igainst the property involved, so 
hat the city is put to no expense 
f the property sells.

A Victoria Plan. 

Victoria, B.C., is also struggling 
vith the question of how to get 
ax arrears paid up, and how to 
eadjust tax system so that ar- 
ears will not accumulate in fu- 
ure. A special committee of the 
3oard of Trade investigated the 
ituation there, and brought in a 
eport, the substance of which 
nay be not uninteresting to read- 
rs here: ; 

In their report to the board, the 
pecial committee singled out nine 
onditions which they believe to 
e the dominating factors in the 
ituation. These are: (1) Less 
han two-thirds of the taxes, both 
eneral and local improvement 
or 1916 and 1917 were paid at the 
nd of these years; (2) Present 
rrears amount to $3,351,883; (3) 
‘here is a tendency among those 
rho can pay taxes not to do so, 
ecause others in arrears are not 
orced to pay; (4) A very consid- 
rable portion of the city is not 
ow paying taxes; (5) Value of 
ll property is being affected by

‘‘Some’’ Food Control. 

A Winnipeg cold storage com- 
pany allowed four and one half 
tons of chicken to spoil and threw 
it in the garbage can rather than 
put it on the market at prices peo- 
ple could afford to pay. The local 
authorities reported the matter to 
the food controller at Ottawa. 
Mr. Thompson promptly side-step- 
ped and put it up to the cost of 
living commissioner. Mr, O’Con- 
nor responds that the destruction 
of food is none of his business, 
other than to report the fact. 
Meantime the company are threat- 
ening to destroy six more tons, ap- 
parently on the principle that it 
is ‘‘better business to destroy food 
than to reduce the price.’’ 


The Proposed Income Taxes. 

The proposed schedule of taxes 
to be levied under the income tax 
amendment to the city charter has 
been published. This amendment 
is still under discussion by the city 
council, and is liable to alteration 
before going to the Legislature. It 
may be interesting, however, to 
note the substance of the propos- 
als at present drafted, as indicat- 
ing to some extent the incidence 
of the proposed tax and _ its 
revenue-producing _ possibilties. 
‘‘Tneome’’ within the definition of 
this amendment means the annual 
net profit or gain or gratuity of 
any individual, syndicate, trust, 
association or body corporate; 
whether such profit or gain is ac- 
quired as wages or salary, as fees, 
or as profits from a trade or fin- 
ancial calling. The collector is em- 
powered to make exemption in 
levying the tax for any expendi- 
ture of a capital nature for renew- 
als, or for the development of busi- 
ness, which may. seem_reasonable. 
As applied to corporations, the in- 
come is to be determined on the 
following basis: In the case of a 
bank it is to be taken as 2 per cent, 
of the average deposits for the 
year in the Edmonton branch; in 
the case of a railway company, 2 
per cent. of the gross receipts at the 
office in the city, from passenger, 
freight and other transportation 
charges ; in the case of a telegraph 
company or an express company, 
10 per cent. of the gross receipts 
for the year from tolls and charges 
at the Edmonton office. In the case 
of a branch business, where’ no 
separate profit and loss account is 
available, 5 per cent. of the gross 
| business of the Edmonton branch 
is taken as the income taxable.

‘ The Montreal Star, of Feb. 28,

from Ottawa in. which the state- 
ment is made that there is no time 
limit on the filing of protests 
against the recent election returns. 
The Star says: ‘‘The old contro- 
‘verted Elections Act provided 
“that a protest had to be entered 
‘‘within forty days after polling, 
‘but that act has been suspended 
‘by the War Times Elections 
‘*Act.’’ The only thing wrong 
with the statement by the Star’s 
very capable correspondent is that 
it is not true. The War Times 
| Elections Act does not repeal or 
even refer to the Controverted 
Elections Act. Therefore tHat act 
stands in full force and effect. The 
governing provision in regard to 
limit of time is found in section 12, 


and reads as follows: 

“The petition (of protest) must 
be prgsented not later than thirty 
days after the day fixed for the 
nomination in case the candidate or 
candidates have been declared elect- 
ed on that day, and in other cases 
forty days after the holding of the 
poll.” 


_In view of this definite and spe- 
cific provision which stands unre- 
pealed the Star is merely trying 
to cover up by straight falsehood 
one more of the iniquities connect- 
ed with the stealing of the recent 
elections. The statutory disfran- 
chisement of tens of thousands 
of duly qualified electors, the en- 
franchisement of some women and 
the disfranchisement of others, the 
hand-picking of the electors both 
men and women by irresponsible 
enumerators, the refusal of ballots 
to duly qualified clectors at the 
polls, the failure to supply suffi- 
cient ballots Where it was well- 
known they were needed, and the 
failure to hold polls in properly 
|proclaimed polling divisions, 
| Should have been sufficient to win 
| any election in any country for the 
party in power. But that was not 
enough. By the simple process of 
postponing the count of ballots 
until more than forty days after 
polling, as was done in the case of 
| Hast and West Edmonton constitu- 
encies, the opposition were depriv- 
ed of any legal remedy for wrong 
done, whether under color of law 
or in defiance of law.

ed a protest on behalf of the op- 
position candidate, Hon. ‘Prank 
Oliver, and put up the statutory 
security of $1,00%, The best legal 
advice that could be obtained in 
Canada was secured by the firm 
with a view to further action. 
They were advised that in view of 
the provisions of section 12 of the 
Controverted Elections Act above 
quoted the protest could not suc- 
ceed, It was therefore withdrawn.

Who's Who in 
The Legislature 


EDWARD H. PRUDDEN, M.P.P. 

Horn in Lockport, N.Y., in 1859, 
Edward H. Prudden came to Botha, 
Alberta, in 1902, after a sojourn in 
Nebraska. A farmer, Mr. Prudden 
was looking for a wide expanse: for 
his activities and in the Prairie prov- 
ince, a riding of which he nov re- 
presents in the legislature, Stettler, 
he found what he wanted. But he not 
only found width of territory; he 
found an unbeatable climate as weil, 
combined with a social freedom dif- 
ferent from the environment of New 
York State or even Nebraska. It is 
Mr. Prudden who is saying this, not 
The Bulletin, and it is fine testimony 
to the climate of Alberta and the 
sociological atmosphere of the prov- 
ince, The adjective is hardiy the cor- 
rect one to use but it is sufficiently 
definite to convey what Mr. Prudden 
means—and the adjectire is not his, 
if he inspired the thought. “I wanted 
a lot of acres?’ says Mr. Prudden, 
and I came right on to Botha,. 76 
miles east of Lacombe. I bought two 
sections and I have 800 acres under 
plow with the remainder under pas- 
ture, Mr. i’rudden is principally a 
grain grower with a sprinkling of the 
mixed variety, Unlike other members 
of the house, he is a complete novi- 
tate in the domain of public affairs, 
He has never even been a school 
trustee and ‘t was only two weeks 
before the provincial election that, as 
he buts it, “it was put up to me I 
should be the party candidate in 
Stettler, I made the running and I 
won, Mr. Prudden recalls that the 
Pruddens have been in Lockport 100 
years and as one who has been there

Walker 
has been identified ever since. He 
remained on the farm until 1896, when 
the rumor of a gold strike at Slocan, 
B.C., aroused the latent roving spirit 
ot his race, and he got into the mining 
excitement in the province over the 
western border. A year was spent 
there, but it was not a time for settling 
down for one of his temperament, and 
in the spring of 1898—just twenty 
years ago—he and some other adven- 
turous spirits took the overland route 
from Edmonton with horses for the 
Elondike. Theirs was the only party 
that took horses through to the head 
waters of the Pelly. river, the east 
fork of the Yukon, After four and 
a half years in the whirl of turmoil 
and exciternent of the gold fields he 
came back to the ranch, Afterwards 
he became sub-agent for Dominion 
lands and entered into the real estate 
business in Fort Saskatchewan, Then 
came the provincial election of 1905, 
and he wag returned for the Victoria 
riding for which he has sat ever since. 
Like most members of the Alberta 
legislature, Lieut. Walker, if he were 
asked what was his occupation, would 
reply he was a farmer. and in that 
capacity he has been a persistent ad- 
vocate of the growing of winter wheat. 
This year he has a very large field 
seeded to grain, but he is not a grain- 
farmer per se. He believes in mixed 
farming and combines grain raising 
with stock growing, raising Shorthorn 
grades for beef. He continued in the 
quiet business of the agricola, until 
the outbreak of the war, again applied 
the torch to the adventurous spirit. 
Although he was over the military age, 
he joined up with the 161st battalion 
in January, 1916, and proceeded over- 
seas with it. He was not permitted, 
on account of his age, to go to France 
as a subaltern of the line, but was 
transferred to the transport and went 
over to France as transport officer 
with the 5th Canadian Divisional 
Artillery. He saw some service on 
the Lens front and returned in time 
for the session of the legislature,

They were making 
monthly statements to the food con- 
troller, and as a matter of fact they 
would welcome the governinent taking 
over the control of the bake shops. 
Would Like Practical Man 

Itwas urged that the report was 
that of an unpractical man and that 
the city council should have employed 
a practical baker as an inspector. 
Algo that the bakers should have been 
called in and consulted before It was 
taken to council and publshed. 

Ald. Kinney eald that the bakers 
should not criticize the inspector, but 
the city council, who had asked for 
the report. 

Mr. Hallfer: 
had so many votes of censure of late, 
I would move another one. 

Chas, Campbell sald that the food 
controller made them all go before 
him when he visited Edmonton, and 
he then said that he did not see how 
they could sell at the price. 

Regulations Different. 

Mr. Hallier pointed out that in Win- 
nipeg they were asking to be allowed 
to make a 16 ounce loaf, and he alao 
drew attention to the fact that the 
regulatione controlling bread were 
different in each province, as they 
had to be made such to suit local 
conditions. Mr. Hallier said that had 
they not known an order to reduce 
the gize of the loaf was coming in 
force, the price of bread would nave 
gone up to 11 or 12 cents per loaf 
before. 

Ald. Prevey sald that the food con- 
troller regulated the margin between 
the producer and consumer go far as 
the milk was concerned. Did he do 
the same with bread? 

It was stated that this was not done. 

Ald. Martin's View. 

Ald. Milton Martin said tha. from 

the arguments raised by the bakers 
it appeared to him that there might 
be a saving of 13 1-3 per cent on raw 
material, but he was not quite con- 
vinced that !t was a profit, owing to 
the extra cost of production, delivery, 
etc, 
Mr. Halller stated that with the war 
flour they were going to get three 
loaves less than formerly to the sack 
of flour. They were also losing by 
the fact that no fancy bread could 
be made, 

The bakers also he.d that the eya- 
tem of testing bread for weight was 
not fair, as no proper arrangement 
was made to ascertain the age of the 
bread, as bread loses weight by keep- 
ing, and also that the bread was 
never produced in court. 

The committee will carry out some 
further Investigations before report- 
ine to council,

7. The standard weights herein pre- 
scribed shall be determined by aver- 
aging the weight of not less than 
twenty-five loaves of bread to any one 
unit, or five dozen rolls of any one 
unit, and such average shall not be 
less than the minimum nor more than 
the maximum prescribed by these 
rules and regulations for such units. 

8. The licensee tn manufacturing 
bread or rolls shall not use to each 
barrel of flour of one hundred and 
ninety-six pounds the following in- 
gredients In amounts exceeding: 

Sugar—In excess of 2 pounds of 
cane or beet sugar including the sugar 
in condensed or powdered milk if 
such is used. 

Malt Extract or Malt Flour—In ex- 
cess of 2 pounds.

Poorly Enforced Says Coone, 

Mr, Coene spoke of the ineffective- 
nesa of law enforcement as it ts at 
presen’ exercised in the province. He 
challenged the effectiveness of the 
methods taken, and said that so seri- 
ous had the matter become that the 
officers of the Social Service council 
had been charged with being in league 
with the liguor men for keeping their 
mouths shut. Ble told of one man in 
Edmonton who had gone into the 
business, secure in the fact that he 
would not be molested and had made 
$200 in one day by seiling liquor Iille- 
gally. He had closed up shop at six 
oclock at that as he considered he 
had made enough money for one day. 
Mr. Coone said Alberta uaa the beat 
liquor law In the Dominion and west 
of Ontario had the pvorest enforce- | 
ment. | 

He has for a strong complement to| 
the present force of plain-clothes men. 
He did not, however. blame the force 
so much ag the methods under which 
they had to work. He did not press 
for the appointment of the fourth 
commissioner as had been suggested 
by the resolution from the Calgary 
conference, but did ask that some 
steps would be taken to enforce tho 


law. 
Mrs. McKinney Speaks 

Mrs. McKinney spoke of the stain 
on the name of the province at having 
this blot, and asked for some relief 
from the situation. With what lquor 
was already on hand and what would 
be brought into the province during 
the time from now till April 1, adfled 
vigilance would be required. She spoke 
of the discouraging and harrassing 
letters that were being received by the 
council regarding these matters.

Liquor would 
still be brought in fllegally, there 
would be a large amount brought in 
before Apri] lst and there would be 
moonshine liquor manufactured, and 
for all of this there had to be some 
control. 

Mr. Boyle suggested that the quick- 
est and easiest method of controlling 
this matter was by the Dceminion gov- 
ernment, which had full control re- 
garding trade and commerce. They 
could legislate regarding the export of 
the Hquors. 

Little Information Given 

Premier Stewart said that there had 
been many complaints but that the 
information accompanying these com- 
plaints was very meagre. He was not 
sanguine that they would ever be able 
to stop the drinking of liquor absv- 
lutely. One_of the chief difficulties 
in the way of enforcing the liquor act 
was that many of the men who xot 
liquor illegally were men that were 
otherwise law abiding citizens. He 
was disappointed that the order-in- 
council did not cover as he thought it 
wculd, pronibition of the import of 
liquor except by the two authorized 
venders, However, the government 
had taken the responsibility; and “I 
nean what I say.” said the premier, 
“when I assert that the provincial act 
{s going to be enforced.”

Holland’s Fleet in Allied 
Ports to be Commandeered; Will 
Mean Million Tonnage for Allies) FOOD ARE PAtst 


Great Britain and United States Decide on Joint Action Af- 
ter Long Delays in Negotiations — Every Precaution 
Will be Taken to Safeguard Rights of Owners. 


London, March 14—Because of the long delays in the negotia- 
tions with Holland over Dutch ships in allied ports, and the slowness 
of the Dutch government to act in this respect, Great Britain and the 
United States have reached an agreement to end the negotiations and 
take over all such ships next week for the use of the allies, 

Every precaution will be taken to safeguard the rights of the 
owners. The ships will be insured.and armed, and any ships sunk 
will be replaced at the earliest possible time after the war. 

The amount of tonnage made available to the allies through the 
Dutch arrangement is 1,000,000 tons, of which 70 per cent. is in the 
per cent. in British ports, and 15 per cent. in other 


United States, 15 
allied ports. 


A similar arrangement already made 
in the case of Norway Is working satis- 
factorily to the Norwegian owners and 
shipping interests, 

The allied decision finds a legal basis 
in the lex angaria, or the law covering 
the forcible seizure of a ship for public 
use, under which a belligerent nation 
Tray use neutral tonnage if adequate 
compensation is paid. The Germans 
exercised this right on British vessels 
in the Franco-Prussian war, 

Ships In Far East 

As regards Dutch ships in other 
than ports in Great Britain and the 
United States, it is believed the ar- 
rangement includes a number of such 
vessels in far eastern ports. A tele- 
gram from the Hague yesterday stated 
the Dutch foreign office had learned 
that clearances had beeen refused to 
eeveral Dutch vessels at Singapore. 


Two British 


Planes Beat 
Five Enemy 


After Thirty-minute Battle Three 
Hun Machines Out of 
Action 


London, March 14—Two 
British seaplanes on Tuesday 
engaged five enemy aircraft 
over the North Sea, destroy- 
ing one seaplane and down- 


ing another, 
The text of the announce- 


ment reads: ‘‘On Tuesday 
two British seaplanes at- 
tacked five enemy aircraft 


in the southern part of the 
North Sea. The * engage- 
ments lasted 30 minutes, One 
enemy two-seater was shot 
down and destroyed; the ob- 
server of a second machino 
was killed, aud a third sea- 
plane was driven down on 
the water. The engagement 
terminated when the British 
seaplanes had expended all 
their ammunition. Both the 
machines returned safely.’’ 


BRITISH AIR WORK 


LONDON, March 14.-—(Bulletin,)— 
Wednesday's report on the activities 
of British naval aircraft reads; 

“Naval aircraft dropped three tons 
of bombs on Monday night on the 
Bruges docks. The results vvuld not 
be observed, through poor visibility. 
On Tuesday many bombs were drop- 
ped and a large fire started among 
the billets and sidings at St. Pierre 
Capelie. 

“During patrole the enemy trenches 
were subjected to machine gunfire and 
two enemy machines brought down 
ablaze. A hostile balloon which was 
adrift was shot down, 

“One of our machines is missing.”

Realizing the difficult position vo*% 
Holland, the allles decided to force 
an immediate settlement. 
While Germany has been obstruct- 
ing the empioyment of Dutch tonnage 
by the allies, she has been enjoying 
the use of Dutch barge tonnage on the 
German canals to an amount greater 
than the ocean-going tonnage which 
the allies will secure under the new 
arrangement.

A. F. Ewing said that he did not 
want to reflect either on the honor or 
capacity of Mr. Carpenter, but he con- 
sidered it would be more satisfactory 
if there were an appellate tribunal. 

No Assessment Board 

Premier Stewart said that under 
the circumstances under which the 
tax was being imposed the govern- 
ment did not consider itself warrant- 
ed in going to the expense of creat- 
ing an assessment commission. If 
the tax resulted in creating more rev- 
enue than was anticipated, the gov- 
ernment could not dissipate it. He 
did not think the members suggested 
the government had the idea that it 
would have to spend all the money. 

Cries of “No, no!’ came from the 
opposition and cross benches in an 
answer to this, and Mr. Weir sald 
that there was no suspicion of any- 
thing of the kind. But what they 
wanted to get was an equitable dis- 
tribution of the tax. 

Premier Stewart had informed the 
house before this that for this year 
the tax was being levied under a 
rough-and-ready method. They did 
not want to incur the expenditure of 
creating the machinery that would be 
cee if they formed an. assessment 
roll.

Russia was now a derelict upon the 
waters with no power of resistance 
whatever, and that there would be 
German penetration from end to end 
of Russia that would be absolutely 
disastrous for Russia. 

“I believe that the house ddes not 


know how far this penetration has 
already gone,” said Mr. Balfour, 
“| suspect that at this moment a 


German officer would be much safer 
traveling through Russia than would 
an Allied officer. Only one bank Is 
allowed at Moscow, and that is a Ger- 
man bank, 

“Russia sincerely desires to resist 
this penetration, How can she do it 
when every instrument to make re- 
sistance possible has been destroyed? 
1 do not think that Germany will try 
to send great organized forces from 
Riga to Vladivostock; that would be 
an operation of great difficulty, and, 
from a purely military viewpoint, an 
unnecessary and fatal waste of time. 
Russia is a country of surprises, and 
it is impossible to predict her future. 
But the thing most to be feared for 
Russia is that of Germany's inten- 
tion to foster and promote disorder.” 

Blunder of Cecil 

Mr. Lee-Smith, asking Mr. Balfour 
for the information, said Lord Robert 
Cecil had made a statement on the 
question which was startling and most 
unfortunate. There was not the 
slightest evidence, he declared, in 
support of the etatement that a large 
number of Germans in Siberia, as ref- 
ugees or prisoners that had escaped, 
had been armed and was now under 
a German officer in that country, 

He dwelt on the fact that President 
Wilson was the only Allied stateeman 
to send a message to the Moscow con- 
ference, and declare that the avowed 
policy and language of President Wil- 
son were quite a: variance with that 
of Lord Robert Cecil, which contem- 
plated a policy which would mean 
that Japan would have to muke war 
on the Soviet government of Russia, 
because if she entered Russia she 
would be resisted by the Russian So- 


} viet forces, 


If Japan entered Russian territory, 
seized and occupied it at the mandate 
of the Allies, it followed with almost 
absolute certainty that this territory 
would not be returned. 

Asked by a member, 
Mr. Lee-Smith replied: 

“Did Japan return Korea?” 

Mr. Lee-Smith hoped Japan would 
follow the lines laid down by Presi- | 
dent Wilson. If she did not she would 
be acting for own best interests, for 
Russia, despite what had happened, | 
would remain a great country and 
when she revived she would be strong- 
er, and Great Britain would be glad to 
have her as a friend. 

Alexander M. Scott, Liberal, con- 
tended that the danger of stores at 
Viadivostock was insignificant with 
the comparison with the menace by 
which the whole Allied campaign and 
strategy was threatened.

To relieve 
the food situation in Holland the war 
trade board has finally authorized the 
trans-shipment of the food in ques- 
tion from the two Dutch steamers to 
the Holland liner Nieuwa Amsterdam, 
which is saiuug shortly.

Brilliant Operations 
Carried Out by British 
Airmen Against Huns 


In First Ten Days of March 


39 German Airplanes Were 


Destroyed and 40 More Were Brought Down Out of 
Control—Many Engagements Take Place Back of the 


German Lines. 


British Front in France and Bel- 
gium, Mar, 12—This has been another 
day of ideal fighting weather but there 
has been no change in the eituation. 
The British and German military ma- 
chines are still awaiting the signal 
which will send them crashing against 
each other. Meanwhile, the artillery 
pounds away in thunderous duels at 
various points and myriad airmen are 


busy bombing, photographing and 
acting as eyes for the respective 
armies, 


The British airmen have been dotng 
marvellous work recently. The first 
ten days of March, as a whole, have 
been among the best yet recorded for 
the service. During that period, in 
addition to the vast amount of recon- 
noitring and photographing the Brit- 
ishers destroyed 39 German airplanes 
and brought down 40 others out of 
control, despite the fact that the first 
two or three days of the month were 
so stormy that aerial activity was 
virtually imposeible, Against this great 
total, fifteen British machines are re- 
ported missing. 

Yesterday a fine record was made, 
but the official figures are not avail-

hattles and virtuatly all have occurred 
behind the German lines, which means} 
that the British airmen haye been 
carrying ‘he aerial war vigorously into
